The wall seems to become a 
symbol of nil that divides our 
world today, with the light of 
thriving^ prosperous West 
Berlin on one side and the 
darkness of desolate East 
Berlin on the other. 

The scene immediately 
brought to mind the "half 
slave, half free" description 
used one hundred years ago 
by our most famous lllinoi- 
san. Abraham Lincoln, to 
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describe a tragic division of 
our own country. \ 

A visit to Berlin foifcefuljy 
points out how fortunate we 
are to be Americans, Jborn in 
a country where freedom and 
liberty are as natural a part 
of our lives as the air we 
breathe or the food we oat. 
The enduring spirit of our 
nation offers mankind Us 
best hope for a peaceful exis- 
tence, a hope that becomes 
foremost in our minds during 
a Christmas season that has 
as its central theme, "Peace 
on Earth." 
Anyone who sees the Berlin 
Wall joins in an unspoken 
pledge to do his best to pre- 
serve liberty and to see that 
all the nations on this earth, 
under God, have equal free- 
dom. As" a nation, wo have 
solved the immense prob- 
lems that existed when there 
were but two extremes, rich 
and poor. Now we must turn 
our attention to the world.
